' n n opinion m|uoslcd by members of Ihc son- 
ale. Attorney General William .1. Morgan sus- 


tains the contention of the "Wisconsin Slate Jour- 
nal llml Governor Blame erred in liis-slalcmcnl 
thai the law forbids the lax commission lo pro- 
vide him or any other officer of stale sworn lo 
support Ihc law wilh full information concern- 
ing income lax returns. Thai such information 
was not available lo him and other officials was 
Ilie burden of Ihc governor's call for a special 
session. However, it is probable that the legis- 
lalure will re-write Ihc law in terms not capable 
of misinterpretation. While to convoke a spe- 
cial session'for thai purpose was not necessary, 
jl should be perfectly plain lhal information es- 
sential lo Ihc administration of law should be 
available whenever needed, and that there should 
be no secrecy concerning violation of Ihc law. 


This subject has been so handled as lo'mis- 


lead many people upon the exact reservation of 
the so-called secrecy clause. This clause doesn't 
make a secret of the amount of taxes paid by 
any individual or a corporation. Bui in relum- 
ing a tax statement, the individual or corpora- 
tion is compelled lo schedule the securities from 
which he derives income and his notes and other 
financial obligations upon which he, pays inter- 
est. The law provides that this information shall 
not become common properly. 
The reason is 


plain enough. Broadly, il is that such matters 
are nobody's business. 'Why should a man have 
to divulge lo everybody, including his .competi- 
tors, such purely private information as his in- 
debtedness, for instance? 
Tl .isn't a mailer of 


"big business". A farmer doesn't want his neigh- 
bor'to know all about his private affairs. One of 
the most common practices of predatory com- 
petition is to destroy a competitor's credit. La 
Crosse people know of instances in which com- 
petitors or political foes have struck at the cred- 
it of opponents. 
In case of the business of an 


individual or a corporation that is close pressed 
and altcinpling lo wealhcr a financial storm the 
possession of such information in hostile hands 
might prove ruinous, • 


On Ihc other hand, its availability for pub- 


.lication would'amount lo nothing. Newspapers 
cannot publish the vast amount of detail in the 
Ihousands upon thousands of tax statements that 
are filed. Publishers would use such informa- 
tion, if at all. only for political purposes. 
Indi- 


viduals would bother lo look it up only in cases 
wherein they had reason to use il to the disad- 
vantage of liim who hod'filed the statement. H 
•would serve the taxing officials in no manner 
whatever, for they already have access lo it. and 
with the secrecy clause slill standing claim to 


' have located millions of dollars of unrelurncd 


taxable income. It is a pretly thing wilh which 
to create a political scare, but once the Irutli is 
understood, the demand for Ihc repeal of Ihc 
secrecy clause is qm'le certain to prove a boom- 
erang. When the farmer, to whom largely the 
appeal is made, learns lhal its only result will 
bc,lo a'cxniaint his inquisitive neighbors wilh the 
details of his investments and his indebtedness, 
he is apt to give Ihc idea a cold shoulder. 


It is the wise course for the legislature*, to 


-make plain the undoubted intent of the law that 


i proper officials shall have access lo all informa- 


tion necessary lo Ihc performance of their du- 
ties. To rewrite this law is easier than il would 
be lo convince the governor lhal he already pos- 
sesses the powers for which he asks. The legis- 
lature in all wisdom should give the tax com- 
mission ample funds for the recovery of unpaid 
taxes. While the ground probably will never be 
covered, there can be no argument against ex- 
tending Ihc slalc slalulc of limitations lo make 
it co-exlending wilh the federal statutes. These, 
affairs of routine legislation, which might well 
have been handled at the regular session, may 
as well he ullendcd lo promptly now that the 
legislature is in special session, as the expense is 
already incurred. But those of its members who 
yrenoi in political accord with the governor need 
not fear lo meet him on Ihc issue which he raises
